Science of Religion” he had frequent ‘calls | 
to tgke up educational work, and in 1889 he 
acccepted the Presidency of Ohio Wesleyan 
University. There has been a continual in- 
crease in the attendance and endowment 
since he took the reins, and at the present. 
time that institution is one.of the best known 
of the Methodist universities.

POLICY SHOPS FEAR NO CHECK. 


-The secrete of street paving scandals in 
Chicago now threaten to come to the sur- 


explain how it has been possible for costly 
‘improvements to be so laid that they are 
valueless in a few years; they will show 
how certain political leaders, who also are 
city employés or officials, have associated 
themselves quietly with contracting firms 
and have attempted to execute profitable 
contracts for the city. 

The promise of this exposé lies in the sus- 
pension yesterday of two paving inspeétors— 
Michael ‘Heaney, general inspector, and 
, John Rogers, subpaving inspector. hese 
men are to answer for the condition of Jef- 
ferson street from Madison to Van Buren. 
This street was paved with brick in Novem- 
ber and December, 1899, by Charles J. Kelly, 
a contractor. It now is in such condition 
that entire repaving is necessary, It. has 
been inspected by the Board of Local Im- 
provements, and President Rogers declared 
it without. exception the worst piece of 
pavement in the city—worse even than the 
West Lake street paying, which resulted in 
an unheaval in the Board of Local Improve- 
ments. 

Burke a Silent Partner. 

By the apparently frank admissions of one 
of the politicians and officeholders implicated 
in this piece of bad paving the silent members 
of the contracting _ firm -were Robert E. 
Burke, City Oil Inspector and head of the 
Cook County William Loeffler, 
‘City Clerk; and H nry Lutzenkirchen, sec- 
retary of the Depaftment of Public Works. 

These men are alleged to have furnished the 
money tised in the work. Burke and Lutzen- 
kirchen, it fs said, withdrew from the com- 
pany when they saw that its success in 
handling’ paving contracts was doubtful. 
They took their money from the enterprise 
and left Loeffler to stand the burden. 

‘This parting of the ways was the beginning 


Burke have been at outs eversince. Loeffler 
now is trying to collect money which he as- 
serts is due him as a result of this attempt in 
street paving. The amount which Loeffler is 
said to be “out’’ is placed at $15,000. But 
the financial relations between the former 
members of this concern are a matter of dis- 
pute. - 


Improvement Board Threatens Suit. 

* The Board of Local Improvements will add 
to the legal complicatiqns. President Rogers 
has announced that the board will bring 
suit against the bondsmen of Charles J. Kelly, 
the ostensible contractor, to recover the dif-. 
ference between the contract price of other 
paving confracts, afterwards thrown up by 
the contractor, and the price at which the 
same contracts were finally let to another 
firm—the Citizens’ Construction company... 
‘The contracts which were awarded to 
Kelly—with Burke, Lutzenkirchen, and Loef- 
fler as alleged silent members of the firm— 
were for the paving of Jefferson street from 
Madison to Van Buren, Twenty-ninth street 
from State to Wentworth avenue, Kinzie 
street from Wells to State, State from the

> 


Complaints Many and Strong. 
fhe first two streets were completed— 
Jefferson street in 1899 and Twenty-ninth 
street in 1900. Complaints against the work 
began to arise almost immediately. This 
month they reached such magnitude that 
the newly reconstructed Board of Loca! Im- 
provements was forced to investigate. What 
the members found revealed a condition of 
street paving said to be almost without 
parallel in the city. 

The result was the suspension yesterday 
of the two inspectors held responsible for 
permitting such work. General Inspector 
Heaney immediately asked for a trial before 
the Civil Service commission. Inspector. 
Rogers had not answered the charges last 
night but*is expected to demand a hearing 
at once, and it is probable that the case 
will be taken up by the commission next 
week. 

The company did not undertake to execute 
its other contracts. The city had to relet 
them, the Citizens’ Construction company 
securing the work at a much higher price 
than had been contracted for by the Kelly 
company. The city will sue to recover the 
difference. 

Trial May Disclose Influence. 
When the hearing of charges against the 
two inspectors is begun it is expected that 
the two men who permitted the faulty work 
to go in Jefferson street will explain the dl- 
leged influences which made them careless 
of the city’s interests. If such testimony 
be given it will be a relation of the attempts 
of city officials to do work for the city and 
an explanation of the methods by which 
they worked. 

According to the statements of one of the 
politicians the three officeholders contributed 
money to back Contractor Kelly in securing 
city work. Burke is said to have contributed 
$6,000, Lutzenkirchen, §2,000, and Loeffler

ROGUES’ PICTURES ARE SCARCE. 


Few Well-Known Thieves in Pictures 


Shown at Central—Big Men Have 
‘Private Book. 


A“ fake "’ rogues’ gallery, which, according 
to men familiar with Central detective head- 
quarters, prevents rather than aids the iden- 
tification of criminals, was discovered yes- 
terday in Captain Luke Colleran’s office in 
the City Hall by a reporter for THs TRIBUNE. 
The gallery, which is of the same type as 
those in the National Bureau of Identifica- 
tion headquarters, contains not a single por- 
trait of the “ leading lights ”’ of the criminal 
profession, but is filled with photographs of 
dead men, men serving long sentences in 


‘penitentiaries, and men who long ago forgot | 


the episode that brought them before the 
camera and now are leading good lives. 

This gallery is the one to which persons 
who have been victimized by confidencé men, 
** stone lifters,”" “ dips,”’ or other evildoers 
are taken to identify the portrait of the man 
who did it. Needless to say, the identifica- 
tion seldom is made. The Captain of Detec- 
tives, therefore, finds it necessary to send his 
men out on a fruitless search for some un- 
known malefactor, and the detective goes 
forth on his quest with the assurance that 
none of the well-known thieves oe the 
trick.”’ 

Real Rogues Hidden Away. 

The portraits of these known individuals, 
however, are not absent from the City Hall 
station. For reasons not clear they have 
all been removed from the main gallery 


and placed in a small album with an index. 


This album, which contains the portrait of 
nearly every notorious criminal character 
of the day, reposes, dust-covered, on the top 
of a cabinet in an ante-room adoining Cap- 
tain Colleran’s office, buried beneath other 
volumes, where it is not likely to disturb 
the originals of the portraits. 

The headquarters of the local bureau of 
identification is in the Harrison Street 
Police Station under the charge of Captain 
Michael Evans. It is the oldest and most 
complete gaNery of Bertillon measurements 
in this country and contains many thousands 
of photographs of criminals taken here and 
in other cities.. With a view to determining 
whether the criminals whom the detectives 


are supposed to detect are kept thus on 
view at the City Hall, a reporter for Tus 
TRIBUNE yesterday visited the main bureau 
and secured a list of some of the best-known 
men, many of whom are now at With 
this list he visited the City Hall and there 
secured an order from the Chief of Police 
to admit him to the gallery. To make as- 
surance doubly sure Chief O'Neill sent his

Justice. Dismisses 

Justice Doyle during the day, as suggested 
in the foregoing, dismissed the charges of 
disorderly conduct preferred by A. Plamon- 
don against James Brown, Frank Gearty, 
Herman Vogelsang, and George Stafford, who 
were arrested Thursday charged with en- 
deavoring to prevent non-union molders from 
going to work in the Plamondon plant.

The evidence submitted by the prosecution 
showed that the strikers simply accosted the 
workmen in front of the Plamondon works. 
It was related that James Brown said to one 
man: “ Let me speak with you:a minute,” 
having him by the sleeve at the time. The 
man responded, * All right,” and walked to 
offe side. A representative of the company 
saw them talking and called the police. 


Unless the police magistrates of this city 


interfere in. the strikes which are reigning in 
Chicago,” said Attorney Henry W. Prouty, 
representing the. prosecution, “and inflict 
punishment upon the agitators so they will 
cease interfering with the manufacturers and 
their employés, several of the largest con- 
cerns will leave the city and seek other cities 
where they can deal with their men without 
being bullied by these trouble brewers.” 


History of the Strikes. 

The trouble at the Allis-Chalmers com- 
pany’s plant began early in May, when the 
patternmakers struck. 

On May 81 President O’Connell of the Inter- 
national Association of Machinists ordered 
out the men of the local union in a strike 
against the National Metal Trades’ associa- 
tion, when their demands for a nine-hour 
and 12 per cent advance in wage schedul 
were refused. 

The Executive committee of the National 
Founders’ association and the International 
Union of Iron Molders reached an agreement 
in which the manufacturers were to pay $2.85 
for floor and $2.65 for bench molders. The 
Chicago men refused to accept the terms ap- 
proved by the national officers and struck on 
June 15 to enforce their demand for a flat 
scale of $3 per day. 

Since these strikes began numerous plants 
have entered into agreements with their men. 
Ninety firms yielded to the demands of the 
machinists, while twenty-eight have signed

McCullough of the Illinois Steel company to 
George W. Shepherd, leader of the anti-strike 
forces, was found and delivered, after it 
had been ope , into the hands of Mr. Davis. 
The letter was 
arrange to see Mr. McCullough some time 
on Thursday. Mr. Davis read it and immedi- 
ately placed it in his pocket, but it previously 
had been photographed and appeared in an 
afternoon Chicago paper. The publication 
of the letter aroused the hopes of the strike 
sympathizers, who immediately saw an op- 
portunity to discredit Mr. Shepherd and his 


make use of the letter, because he was satis- 
fled t was no sinister motive behind it. 

os’ not an unusual occurrence for men 
‘in the mils to receive letters of this kind 
from Mr. McCullough,”’ said Mr. Davis. “I 
have received scores of them myself during 
my service in the plant. I do not recall that 
Mr. McCullough ever addressed meas ‘ Dear 
Billy,’ but they usually came to ‘Billy.’ 
With Mr. Shepherd, however, it is not an 
unusual thing to receive communications 
from Mr. McCullough. He is chairman of 
the mill committee which ‘has charge of. all 
the grievances or questione that may arise 
in the construction of the rules. A note is 
sent to him requesting a conference and he 
summons the remainder of the committee. 
If the committee fails to reachian agreement 
the matter is referred to me, and t receive 
the letter. 

‘I must be. satisfied that there is some- 
thing back of all this before I will believe the 
letter was written for any ulterior purpose. 
I intend to fight fairly and above board, and 
none of my enemies can say I have done} 
otherwise,.”’ 


Text of the Letter. 


The letter which was sent by Mr. McCul- 
lough to the home of Mr. Shepherd on Yates 
avenue was as follows: 

‘“ Aug. 22, 1901.—George W. Shepherd, Esq. 
~Dear George: Can you arrange to see me 
some time todey? C. H. McCullough. J.”’ 

“J.” stands for Mr. Johnson, secretary 
to Mr. McCullough, who acknowledged that 
he had@ written the letter and sent it to Mr, 
Shepherd’s home by a messenger boy, as Mr. 
Shepherd was not at work on Wednesday, 
having absented himself to see his wife to the 
train. There was no one at home when the 
messenger called at 9156 Yates avenue, so 
the boy left the missive on the porch of Mr. 
Shepherd's house. A passer-by feund it, and, 
recognizing the envelope of the Illinois Steel 
company, picked it up andtoreit open. What 
he read apparently surprised him, because 
he hastened with the letter to the represent- 
ative of a newspaper: The letter was photo- 
graphed and yesterday merning was deliv- 
ered to Vice President Davis’ by a young 
man who subsequently was recognized by Mr. 
Davis asa reporter. . 

“No one has seen the letter nor has it 
passed from my hands since I received it,” 
said Mr. Davis. ‘“* I do not know howit came 
in the possession of the newspaper. It has no 
significance, anyway.” | 

Mr. Shepherd could not be found, but Gen- 
eral Superintendent McCuljough stated that 
the sending of the note was an ordinary cir- 
cumstance in the conduct of the business 
about the plant. District Deputy Vice Presi- 
dent Fred Fair also said it was not unusual 
for men employed in the mills to receive notes 
requesting them to call at the office. 4 

When told of the letter last night on their | 
Way to work the men simply laughed at it. 

“Why, that is a common occurrence,” 
they said. ‘‘ We see Mr. Shepherd called out 
of the plant every now and then by a note 
from ‘the office.’* 


Statement by Mr. McCullough. 


Mr. McCullough last night gave out the 
following statement. 

“I wrote the note to Mr. Shepherd, a 
copy of which was published today I de- 
sired to call a meeting of the men for that 
same evening, Aug. 22. The note was writ- 
ten and sent in the customary manner. The 
meeting was held in my office as planned 
and Mr. Rebinson and myself, with the 
fifteen men, whom I had invited, were pres- 
sent. There was no attempt at concealment 
in connection with either the call or place 
of meeting.’’ 

Statement on Behalf of Men. 
Following is a statement issued by a com- 
mittee of the steel workers: 

‘“*In reply to the statements reflecting upon 
the character of G. W. Shepherd, we wish to 
express the respect and confidence we have 
in our fellow-workman. We would giso like 
to state for the benefit of persons interested 
that it is customary to notify the chairman 
of the committee by letter when the coni- 
pany’s officials wish to confer with com- 
mittees. Others of the committte were noti- 
fled the same day and in the same manner 
for a meeting that evening. Realizing that

Henry... Harris, age, was 
brought to Chicago yesterday a federal] pris- 
oner. Harris, who was postmaster at Du- 
rand, Winnebago County, was said to be 
$1,800 short. in his accounts. When taken 
.-before United States Commissioner Foote 
he confessed and was held to the — 
grand jury in $1,000 bonds. ~ 
While this was going on his puiaiaen 
Lilllan Harris, had gathered together $600, 
a legacy from her mother, and this was 
turned over to the government officials to 
make good the shortage in part.. Two hun- 
dred. citizens of Durand, whére Harris has 
lived since boyhood, signed ‘a petition that 


left in charge of the postoffice. 

According to the complaint made by Post- 
office Inspector Henry D. Dement the 
peculations of Harris had been going on 
for some time and the method he used in 
defrauding the government was novel. He 
is said to have escaped detection by the 
postal authorities through a clever ruse. 
Whenever his accounts were inspected, it 


was found. The postmaster, it is ‘asserted, 
would explain the matter by saying that a 
number of stamps had been deposited in the 
local bank for safekeeping. When the bank 
was visited by the inspector the stamps would 
be found, but it ts now declared that Harris 
would visit the bank ahead of the inspector 
and deposit the stamps necessary to make 
his accounts appear straight. 

The postal authorities at Washington 
discovered that according to Harris’ reports 
he was carrying too much stock, and they 
ordered Inspector Dement to investigate. 

He. says he soon learned of a shortage of 
$1,800 and he made a formal complaint 
against the postmaster. The arrest was 
‘made by Deputy United States Marshal 
Fraley yesterday morning. 

Harris is one of the best known residents 
of Winnebago Ceunty, and stood high in his 
community. He has a wife and four children. 

Harris ‘was serving his second term as 
postmaster. Previous to his appointment 
he was @ member of the County board for six 
years. He has been active in local Republic- 
an poljtics as a member of the County com- 
mittee. He served four years in the union 
army in the civil war.

Responsible for Drowning of Mary 
Finifrock Near Hagerstown, Md. 


Hagerstown, Md., Aug. 23.—[Special.]— 
Frank Rinehard of Smithburg, Washington 
County, who was charged by the jury of in- 
quest into the cause of*the drowning of Miss 
Mary Finifrock at Lake Royer with willfully 
murdering her, was arrested today and held 
by Justice Yingling for the action of the 
grand jury. An effort will ade to have 
him released on bail under a writ_of habeas 
corpus. It is stated that great tiidignation 
prevails at Smithburg over oe the finding of 
the jury and the arrest of Rinehard, as the 
young man is popular in that town. 

Testimony was produced before the jury 
to show that Rinehard upset the boat by 
rocking it, although he denies it.

Referring to the strong letter sent by Tol- 
stoi. to the Czar last year, Mr. Kennan said 
that it undoubtedly reached the Czar, but 
there is no easy means of ascertaining just 
what the Czar’s present feelings toward 
Tolstot are. 

Referring to Siberia and the Russian con- 
vict system, Mr. Kennan said that condi- 
tions there had unquestionably changed for 
the better since he visited that country fif- 
teen years ago.

Accused Are the First in Many Years 
3 Held on That Charge in 
Alabama. 


Montgomery, Ala. Aug. 28.—News has been 

ceived in this city today that the grand | 
jury, at the special term of the Circuit Court 
of Elmore County, convened by Judge D. 
Enson to investigate the recent lynching of a 
negro in that county who was charged with 
assault to murder, has found indictments 
against ten of the thirty persons constituting 
the mob and is still investigating the case. 

Several witnesses who refused to testify 
when called were placed in jail for contempt 
of court. These are the first indictments 
against lynchers in this State in many years.

I have never been quite able to understand 
why the earning capacity of authors is so 
much more a matter of public concern than 
the earnings of the members of any other” 
profession. We are constantly reading that 
there are not more than so many authors who 
make so much a year, and that the average 
| of their earnings is so much, or so little. Not 
enly this, but names are named and state- 
| ments made as to what certain popular au- 
thors must be worth to themselves and to 
their publishers. I may have done, some of 
this guessing myself, but that does not prove: 
{it to be right. We do not go into these cal- 
culations in regard to dectors, or lawyers, or 
artists, why, then, are authors the victims of 
our curiosity? Is it that publishers, by quot- 
ing big sales, set us to calculating upon the 
returns? If we knew how many visits a 
doctor made in the course of a year we 
1 might calculate that at so much per visit he 
would earn so.much in the course of twelve 
months. But doctors keep the number of 
their visits to themselves. Perhaps if it was 
the etiquette of the medical profession to ad- 
vertise itself instead of the contrary being 
the rule we might know as much about doc- 
tors’ earnings as about authors’.
